GENERAL BOOTH ON. MARRIAGE. 

The venerable and philanthropic 
founder of the Salvation Army, find- 
ing his earlier usefulness limited by 
the infirmities of age, has turned ser. 
iously to writing, and his second vol- 
ume on “Religion tor Every Day’’ is 
now before the public. It deals en- 
tively with matrimony in all its. as- 
pects, and is highly commended by 
its reviewer in a recent number of 
the War Cry, the official organ of the 
army in Canada, The review is here 
reproduced in part:— 

“Apart from the salvation of the 
soul, there is no step that a man or 
woman can take which so influences 
their lives for weal or woe, as that 
of matrimony. 

“That many a man and many a wor 
man have stepped from the marriage 
altar into a shoreless slough of woe 
ind despair needs not to tbe told. by 
us—this fact is as obvious as the stars 
above our heads, or the grass beneath 
our fect. There is hardly a street whieh 
has not its mournful evidence to the 
Woes of ill-assorted marriages, or a 
daily paper that does not contain its 
tale Oo: poignant connubial sorrow. 

“Now, seeing that matrimony is at- 
tended by either weal or woe—weal 
is ¢ good old Saxon word, and means 
happiness, prosperity, flourishing state 
~counsel which is helpful in aiding 
mankind to secure the former, is ex- 
ceedingly desirable. 

“That the intelligence which organ- 
ised the Spiritual and social work of 
the Salvation Army, should bring well- 
olered and practical thoughts to bear 
upon this subject is what might be 
expected. We have therefore, in the 
voluine before us, the ripe fruits of 
sixty years’ keen observation. and 
deep thinking on the part of one who 
has familiarized himself with the fore- 
es that make for good and il! in the 
condition of humanity; also of an ex- 
perience in matters relating to matri- 
mony, and its effeeta in every walk 
of lile. : 

The Plan of Nature. 

“That the general believes in mar- 
riage is evident from the iollowing ex- 
tracts :— 

“And, first, I remark that it is ae- 
cording to God’s order for young peo- 
ple to look forward to marriage as a 
proper condition of hife. And it is 
perfectly natural that they should 
doso, They can see and feel that they 
were created and fashioned in view 
of it, and they may, therefore, rightly 
conclude that-it is desirable and hon- 
ouradle. And it is especially so, if it 
cin be entered upon lawfully and in 
harmony with the great consecration 
which every true Christian, has made, 
or will be quite willing to make. No 
man or woman need make any exeuse 
lor desiring marriage, if the wish be 
trulyssubordinated to the determina- 
tion to discharge the more important 
duties they owe to God and to those 
around them, and if entertained in 
submistion.to the dictates of Provid- 
ence and the choice of the Divine 
will,”” 

No Early Engagemenis. 

“It ie equally clear that he strongly 
discountenances anything in the na- 
ture of flirtation or “early engage. 
ments :-— 

“Do not allow yourself to undertake 
any courtship whateverjuntil you have 
reason tO believe that marriage to the 
person with whom you are associat. 
ing will be possible and desirable 

” - Guard against early engage- 
ments. Balvationiste, whatever their 
sev, or station, or however young 
they may be in years, have usually 
some serious business in hand, on 
they ought to have. While I admit 
that there may be exceptions to the 
rule, I think I should be disposed to 


say, that early engagements are an 
unmixed evil, Many objections can, 
with justice, be brought against 


them.,’* 


“In connection with early engage- 
ments, the general gives an exceed- 
ingly interesting reminiscence, but 
which is too long to quote Here. 
Matrimonial Rocks. 

“There i one letter, which every 
young man and woman who contem+ 
platet marriage should read and re 
rend. It is entitled, ‘Keep off the 
Rocks.’ Two ‘rocks’ calling for spee 
ial mention are ‘Good Looks’ and 
‘Money.’ Concerning the former, the 
general says:— 

“That all earthly beauty must soon 
fade ahd pass away. A few years, at 
the longest, and the rosea will pale 
from the cheeks, the bright eyes will 
lack their lustre, and the youthful 
form will largely lose its gracé and 
elasticity, Yes! there niust be somes 
thing more substantial and abiding 
than human beauty, jJoweve nearly 
it may approach perfection, on which 
to rely for the happiness and useful 
ness of the future.” 

And the latter thus :— 

“While men and women often fall 
into the former mistake, unwittingly, 
they frequently driv on to this rock 
with their eyes wide open, or even, 
alas! they drift on it with a set pur- 
pose. They are lured into marriage 
solely by the attractions of certain 
earthly benefits; or, in other words, 
they sell themselves, body and soul, 
for a bit of gold. How many lives of 
glorious promise, have I seen wrecked 
on this reéf.” 

Results of Unhappy Matches. 

“*‘How to Make Love,’*is another 
letter that young people should read, 
mark, learn, and inwardly digest. It 
is one oi the most human and delight- 
ful of a series of letters which abound 
in these qualities. 

“Not only from a social standpoint 
do ill-suited marriages produce much 
misery, but up and down the land 
there are thousands of young people 
who have blasted their hopes of Hea- 
ven by foolish and unsanctified mar- 
riages. Concerning such, the general 
sys i 

“Tf the backsliders ot che land, who 
have made shipwreck of faith by early 
irregular, or Christless courtships,were 
counted, Iam convinced that the total 
would be a terrible figure.”’ 

“We have given this book-notice un- 
usual prominence, because we have 
been, at times, appalled at the amount 
of spiritual and social distress that 
have ‘been caused by unhappy mar- 
riages, and we feel that a timely and 
earnest perusal of the General’s book 
will act as a preventive of many 
such.”” , ¢
